Extraordinary 
Increase Seen 
in High Schools 


Cook county had 157,204 pupils 
in public high schools, junior high 
schools, continuation schools, etc.. 
in 1930, a cording to the press bulle­ 
tin issued by tile State 
Superin­ 
tendent of Public Instruction. 
The 
extraordinaiy 
growth 
of 
high school enrollm ents in the last 
quarter of a century 
is seen by 
some competent observers to be the 
outstanding social piienomneon of 
the period. In Cook county, for in­ 
stance the 1920 figure, compare!! 
with the above, is only 47,009; 21,- 
337 in 1910; 11,599 in 1900; 4,742 
in 1890. 
Junior high schools have 
developed in the last decade. 
For Lake countv, the figures are: 
3,052 in 1930; 1,567 in 1920; 820 in 
1910; 317 in 1900; and 113 in 1890. 
For DuPage 
county: 
1930; 1,235 in 1920: >£7, W & f 339, 
1900; 105, 1890.**

Ile gave seven ways to prevent 
the w asting of gas: 
I. Gas should not be lighted un­ 
der a cooking utensil until 
It is 
ready and should be turned off when 
the uten sil is removed. 
2- In boiling water, when it comes 
Lo & boil the burner should be tu rn ­ 
ed low or the vessels moved to a 
sm aller burner so it merely boils 
gently. 
Having the burner turned 
high wastes heat and 
needlessly 
evaporates water. 
3. Cooking 
utensils 
should oe 
covered when possible to keep the 
heat in. 
‘‘L l*1 water heating no more wa­ 
ter should he heated than is actual­ 
ly needed. 
5. Hot w ater should not be w ast­ 
ed through careless use or leaky 
faucets. 
People waste more w ater 
when it is not kept up to the prop­ 
er tem perature. 
6. Insulation on 
w ater heater 
tanks is an im portant item if econ­ 
omy is to he maintained. 
A hare 
metal surface dissipates about 9 
tim es as much heat as does that 
same surface with 2 inches of any 
good insulation on it. 
7. Burners should be kept clean 
and adjusted to give a steady blue 
flame.

Urbana, 111., April 4—-One of the 
worst pests of horses is expected 
to be fess of a nuisance this year 
than for many seasons as a result 
of campaign which the College of 
Agriculture, University of Illinois 
and cooperating veterinarians have 
waged against the bot fly in eight 
central Illinois counties. 
A total 
of 8,461 horses and mules belong­ 
ing to 1,090 owners in Ford, Lo­ 
gan, Dewitt, Champaign. Tazewell, 
McLean, Iroquois and 
Livingston 
counties were treated by 18 veter­ 
inarians. 
Contrary to 
common 
belief it 
was revealed in examinations made 
by Dr. W. P. Hayes, university en­ 
tomologist, that the predominat­ 
ing pest is not the nose fly but the 
throat fly. 
In buzzing around the 
heads of horses and mules to lay 
theif eggs, these two flies so un­ 
nerve the animals that they often 
become unmanageable. 
The pests 
usually are worst in the hot weath­ 
er of July and August. 
Shields 
frequently placed over the noses 
of work animals are unsatisfac­ 
tory oecause they make breathing 
difficult. 
Eggs laid on the throats 
and in the noses of horses and 
mules hatch into bot? which find 
their way to the stomachs and sap 
the vitality of the animals. 
In­ 
fested horses are hard to keep in 
gesh and consequently run up big 
feed bills. 
The bots 
also cause 
chronic inflammation of the stom­ 
ach, commonly manifested by sys­ 
tems of colic. 
The campaign against the pest 
was started in the Reason com­ 
munity of Logan county at the 
suggestion of Roy Staats, a farm­ 
er who had interested Farm Advis­ 
er J. II. Checkley in the possibili­ 
ties of controlling the fly.
